their own felfifh Views, endeavour to hinder the Wel- 
fare of the Publick. It being withal impoffble, that 
thofe who violate the old Laws, can make néw ches, 
or that the moſt falutary Deliberations, when they are 
wreguiarly carried on, can arrive at a happy Conclufion, ’ 
we do in the ftrongeft Manner oblige all the Palatinates, 
Territories and Diſtricis, for their Country’s Sake, 
earneftly to recommend, to. their People, the Obſerva⸗ 
tion of the ancient Laws relating to the Dyer, and 
efpecially the Conflitution of 1699, and to injoin them 
by their Inftructions, to adhere tothe fame religioufly.
